Communications system could have been improved 
readily through installation of more switchboards and telephones from large 
stocks stored outside of Shanghai.

3. With communication system of Canton-Hankow or Chekiang-Kiangsi railroads as it 
existed in 1949, a modest centralized dispatching system could have been effected, 
The only ingredient lacking at that time was administrative intelligence. 
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
